fers security. It definitely 
has a challenge; it is not 
confining.

Continuing, he states, “Be¬ 
cause of this, you have to 
be alert, more observing and 
ready for anything.

MTiilc on the Azusa Re¬ 
serve Police unit his keen 
powers of observation net¬ 
ted him the arrest of a 
youth smoking marijuana.

The long, hot summer of racial discord turned out to 
be much cooler than many Americans had expected. 

Not only was there a decrease in the number of riots 
during June, July and Auugst, compared to the same 
months of 1967, but there was a sharp drop in the severity 
of those which did occur, causing wonder whether we 
may be witnessing a true turn for the better both in race 
relations and in the maintenance of domestic order. 

But one defect in comparing summer disorders is the 
fact that violent turmoil no longer is seasonal. 1968 looks 
less encouraging, for example, considering the April riots 
in Washington, Chicago and some 70 other cities. More¬ 
over, police now have learned how to cap outbursts of 
trouble before they become major conflicts, a fact which 
makes purely statistical comparisons less valid. 

Yet there does seem to be ground for at least some 
encouragement. For example, there is some evidence that 
Negro migration into the cities is slowing and may ac¬ 
tually be declining, a fact which should ease the problem 
of assimilation and impaction.
